Stay loose at cutting and your horse will too! 


When you go to a cutting contest, 
it’s almost as interesting to watch the 
novice riders as it their 
horses. I don’t mean just youngsters. 
I mean riders who haven’t been cut- 
ting long. 

One minute they'll look great. Like 
they’re sure about to win something. 
Next minute, they're like a crap- 
shooter. Broke. 

Most of the novice riders, about 90 
per cent of them, have the same prob- 
lem, They can do good at home. 
They're relaxed, But when they get to 
the show, they freeze up. 

Some of them are thinking about 
how much time they have in that go- 
round—two and a half minutes—and 
they’re trying to get as much done as 
they can, and they try to help the 
pony when he really doesn’t need it. 

They're trying to be a jump or two 
ahead of the horse all the time and 
when you’re froze up on a horse, that 
horse knows it. When you're at home 
riding you’re relaxed, enjoying it. 
Inexperienced riders are usually in a 
strain at a show. And you just feel 
like a different rider to your horse. 

A lot of the professional riders are 
the same way, of course. They may 
freeze up too. One way to keep from 
getting so keyed up is to take a little 
more time doing things. 

Especially you ought to take more 
time going into the herd for your cat- 
tle. And you need to take the 


time to bring them out, well away 


from the herd, 

You need plenty of room to work 
those cattle——-so that when a calf runs 
at your horse, there'll be room enough 


to head him before he gets by you 
and back in the herd, 


Some novice riders, you'll notice, 
just barely clear the herd before they 


is to watch 


also 
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start to work. Then when cattle run 
at them they either have to run back 
through part of the herd—or let the 
cow gel by. 

What they need to do is bring the 
cattle farther and set them up 
where the horse has a chance to work 
and room to head the cow that may 
rush him pretty quick.

need to give that cow 
If she’s rank, she may make a 
run or two, then settle down and give 
your horse a lot of play. If she does, 
don’t get nervous and quit her too 
early. 

This is where novice riders make 
another mistake. They'll get a 
out there and about the time she’s 
fixing to really work, they quit her. 
Maybe she'll make a hard move or 
something. Well, if you quit her then 
itll look bad—like you’re afraid your 
horse can’t hold her. 

You probably have a better cow 
right there than the one you'll get 
when back. About the only 
time you need to quit a cow real quick 
is when get one out there that 
just stops and won’t do anything. 

When you start quitting cattle early, 
a young horse pretty soon gets to 
where he won't stay with one cow two 
minutes, even when she’s a good cow. 
He’s looking for you to pull him away 
because you’ve pulled away from so 
many before, so quick. 


Some of the best cutting horse men 
work only two cattle in a go-round. 
I’ve seen it won almost on one cow a 
time or two. I mean that a rider will 
cut two cattle in his go-round, but he 
works one of them so long that really 
it helped him win it, The novice ridet 
will soon figure out that when he gets 


a cow that will work, he may as well 
stay with her

just as long as she'll give 
his horse a good play and respect him. 


You ll notice too that horses ridden 
by novice riders will throw their heads 


a lot. It’s because they've been jerked 
so much. And most of them just don’t 





need it, 

I saw a good sorrel horse doing his 
best in a cutting the other day, but 
the man riding just wouldn't let the 
horse work. Kept holding and jerking 
him. 

When a rider does that much the 
horse will start watching both the man 
and the cow—and it’s kind of hard 
for him to turn cattle back and look 
at the man riding him, all at .once. 
Pretty soon, he’s going to turn one of 
his eves the wrong way. 

Some novices too are spur-happy. 
They spur their ponies so much the 
horses get to where they dread a cut- 
ting contest. The horses know that if

get mad, they'll get spurred pretty 
hard. Well, it’s allright to spur your 
horse to correct him or show him 
what you want done—but there’s not 


any use at all in trying to get revenge

on him because you re mad, 

It’s the same way when you punish 
a roping horse that cuts up in the 
chute. You may have to switch him 
or spank him. But when he does what 
you want him to, then pet him. Don’t 


whip him because you're still mad. 
Husbands would be beat all to pieces 


if wives did them that way, wouldn't

You find a horse with lots of cow 
sense and you'll find one that prob- 
ably likes a cutting contest. Especially 
if you give him a little extra time to 
see and think about the cow you're 
fixing to cut out of a herd. 

One way to do that is go all the 
way back in a herd to get your cattle. 
Chose cattle that are in the back, next 
to the fence, are there because they 
want to stay back there. They'll come 
closer to working good than almost 
any others because if they zweanted out 


of the herd they’d be out on the edge. 


When you do go deep like that your 
horse will get a lot more idea what 
you want. And he’ll know which cow 
you're after by the time you get out 


of that herd with him, When you ease 


out slow you'll also stand a lot better 


chance of not getting in a storm and 
disturbing the herd. 

What's more your horse will be a 
lot more interested in working a cow 


you've brought out through the herd, 


than one you just peel off the side of 
the herd. 

And once your horse starts doing a 
job, let him alone as much as you can. 


Sometimes, naturally, you’re going to 
have to correct a young horse—and 
it’s my opinion that the horse should 
be corrected right there, even though 
you’re in a contest. You won't win 
anvhow if he’s making bad mistakes 
and it won't cost you as much there 
as it will to keep hauling him and let- 


ting him get away with something. 

I don’t mean punish him or any- 
thing—-just let him know what he’s 
doing that’s wrong. Then you try and 
relax, It won't do any good to sit up 
there with a tight rein, holding that 


horse, He’s not voing to get out. 
They've got the gate shut.
